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e Student-based Formula: Distribution of funds to districts based on the number of CTE students enrolled in a local education 
agency. 

e United-Based Formula: Distribution of funds based on a set of educational inputs used to deliver CTE services, such as the 
number of instructors or administrators employed by a local education agency or the equipment used to provide instruction. 

e Cost-Based Formula: Distribution of funds to districts for the costs of providing CTE services from the prior academic year. 
Often, states cap or limit the rate of reimbursement, meaning that only a portion of a local education agency’s expenditures may be 
covered. 


e Funding for CTE Centers: Districts use funds from the state aid allocations to support CTE centers, which secondary students 
can attend for CTE coursework.
